SCOP.

Last March, Melba Vasquez, PhD, and Rodney 
Goodyear, PhD came to Missouri and presented at the free continuing 
education workshops provided by the Committee. Dr. Vasquez spoke 
about ethics while Dr. Goodyear presented on issues relating to super- 
vision. This coming March, the Committee will again offer an ethics 
workshop in St. Louis, Columbia, and Kansas City. 


SCOP timed its meeting last spring to coincide with the MOPA conven- 
tion in Kansas City. Two question and answer sessions were provided 
by committee members, for psychologists attending the convention. 
One of the sessions addressed issues relevant to newly licensed psy- 
chologists, including clarification of the differences between MOPA 
(an advocacy association for Missouri psychologists) and SCOP (which 
is charged with regulating the profession of psychology for the protec- 
tion of Missouri consumers of psychological services). 


A number of rule changes were proposed by the Committee and will 
become effective the end of February. While psychologists will con- 
tinue to be required to complete forty hours of continuing education 
every two years, the rules were clarified to better explain the categories 
of continuing education programs and credits. The other proposed 
changes are to the ethical rules of conduct. Additional rules address 
areas such as adding new services and techniques, maintenance and 
retention of records, prohibited relationships, fabrication of data, and 
providing supervision. 


The Committee continues to benefit from the outstanding support and 
assistance of Pamela Groose (Executive Director), Tammy Mouden 
(Administrative Assistant), and Rhonda Robinett-Fogle (Licensure Tech- 
nician Il). Do not hesitate to contact them with any questions or com- 
ments (573) 751-0099. | have appreciated the opportunity to serve as 
a member, and currently as chairperson of the SCOP.

After receiving his undergraduate degree in psychology 
at Southern Illinois University - Carbondale, Dr. Driver 
completed requirements for the Master's and Doctorate 
degrees at the University of Missouri — Kansas City 
campus. A forensically-oriented dissertation led to his 
subsequent development of an assessment protocol for 
Missouri-based competency- to-stand trial evaluations. 
Dr. Driver has been certified as a forensic examiner in 
Missouri, has presented a forensically-oriented seminar 
for MOPA members, and has developed a behavioral 
intervention procedure he identifies as "Assertive Fiscal 
Therapy." 


Jerrell adheres to the scientist-practitioner model for 
assessment and intervention. He has, over a period 
of several years, programmed and integrated objective 
MMPI/MMPI-2 assessment data into a comprehensive 


format which allows immediate review of both reliability 
and validity-related characteristics of the response set. 


As a scientist-practitioner his current applied research 
interests include development of objective psychometric 
techniques for optimally matching psychoactive medica- 
tions to specific psychological symptom clusters. He 
is also interested in development of empirically based 
statistical procedures such as regression weighting of 
MMPI/MMPI -— 2 content scale items to enhance clinical 
predictions and positive therapeutic outcomes. 


Jerrell's current practice is located in Jackson Missouri. 
He maintains membership in the Missouri Psychological 
Association, American Psychological Association, and 
Phi Kappa Phi.

Daniel Orme is Clinical Associate Professor and Chair of 
the Division of Pediatric Psychology and Neuropsychology 
in the Department of Health Psychology at the University 
of Missouri - Columbia. Responsibilities there include 
conducting neuropsychological evaluations, supervising 
psychology interns and postdoctoral fellows, and con- 
ducting research. A retired United States Air Force (USAF) 
officer and board-certified clinical neuropsychologist, 
Dr. Orme is a Psychological Consultant to the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration (NASA) for astro- 
naut selection, Membership Committee Chair for the 
Missouri Psychological Association, Liaison Officer with 
the Public Affairs and Information Office of the National 
Academy of Neuropsychology, and manuscript reviewer 
for three journals. While on active-duty service in the 
USAF, Dr. Orme was Neuropsychological Consultant 


for all branches of the military in the Southeast United 
States and to flight surgeons world-wide, a member 
of the Inspector General's Health Services Inspection 
team, Neuropsychology Editor for a quarterly newslet- 
ter for all USAF psychologists, consultant to the USAF 
Special Operations Command for high-level personnel 
issues, Human Factors Consultant to the Air Force Safety 
Center for aircraft accident investigations, and directed a 
USAF-wide pilot training candidate evaluation program. 
Dr. Orme received his Ph.D. degree in counseling psy- 
chology from Indiana State University and completed a 
postdoctoral fellowship in clinical neuropsychology at 
the University of Oklahoma Health Sciences Center. He 
has conducted research and presented on topics related 
to psychological aspects of the aeromedical environment, 
ethics, and neuropsychology.

Learned scholar, valued teacher, innovative editor, respected professional leader, lifetime advocate for the mentally 
retarded and developmentally disabled: These are but a few of the professional accomplishments for which we honor 
Allan G. Barclay. 

In the forty years since completing his doctorate at Washington University in St. Louis, Missouri, he has distinguished 
himself as a leader in American psychology. A Fellow of numerous APA divisions, he has served as president of three 
as well as National President of Psi Chi. He has made substantive contributions to the field through his services as an 
officer, director, or committee member, for a score of national and international professional organizations. As an advi- 
sor to governors' and presidents' commissions and advisory panels, such as the Joint Commission on Accreditation of 
Health Care Organizations, the Social Security Administration Children's Bureau, the National Institute on Child Health 
and Human Development, and the Executive Office of the President, he has brought knowledge and wisdom to the 
corridors of public policy. He has served unselfishly on numerous community agency boards with special concern for 
the mentally retarded and developmentally disabled, and for those suffering problems with mental health and substance 
abuse. Author of more than seventy publications, he has significantly advanced scholarly knowledge and professional 
practice of psychology. He has won and administered more than thirty research and service grants from both federal and 
state agencies. Most importantly, he has served as a mentor for more than sixty psychologists on thesis and dissertation 
research, and for countless more in his roles as editor and professional leader. 


From Dr. Danny Wedding 

Dr. Barclay served as MOPA President on three different occasions, and he was deeply committed to the profession of 
psychology. In 1998 MOPA presented Dr. Barclay with the Richard Wilkenson Lifetime Achievement Award. Al was a 
passionate proponent of prescriptive authority for appropriately trained psychologist. He was a Fellow in APA and active 
in many of the Association's divisions. He served as President of Division 12 (Clinical). In 1984 he received the Severin 
Award for his contributions to the Department of Psychology at Saint Louis University. In 1995 Dr. Barclay received an 
award from Division 12 for Distinguished Contributions to the Profession of Psychology. Dr. Barclay served as editor for 
the journals Pediatric Psychology and Professional Psychology: Research and Practice. 


In 2000 Dr. Barclay received the APA Award for Distinguished Contributions to Public Service. It is described 
below:

Recognizes Allan G. Barclay with the 2000 Award for Distinguished Professional Contributions to Public Service. The 
award was given for his lifelong advocacy for the mentally retarded and developmentally disabled, his years of service 
as a child clinical psychologist, and his efforts on behalf of the profession of psychology at local, state, national, and 
international levels. He has worked to advance human welfare by establishing public policies and practices that promote 
humane and meaningful assessment and treatment for children with developmental disabilities. (The citation that accom- 
panied this award is posted below.) 


Allan Barclay was a prolific scholar and the author of Critical Issues, Developments, and Trends in Professional 
Psychology. He served as a Special Consultant to the Executive Office of the President's Committee on Mental 
Retardation during the administration of President Kennedy, and he was a long-time consultant to the U.S. Children's 
Bureau and its Maternal and Child Health programs for people with mental retardation. 


Numerous Missouri psychologists were trained by Dr. Barclay when he was associated with Saint Louis University. 
He served as Vice-President for Research at SLU, but eventually left the university to help Ron Fox set up a professional 
school of psychology at Wright State University. Dr. Barclay returned to Saint Louis after retiring from Wright State and 
bought a home in University City; he shared this home with his wife Audrey until her death several years ago.

Letter to all MO psychologists from MoPA-RxP Task Force, 


MoPA and APA through the activity of MoPA-RxP Task Force on behalf of all MO psychologists are 
working to promote the passage of legislation to allow specially trained psychologists privileges to pre- 
scribe psychotropic medications. This law would add a category to the license law allowing these privi- 
leges. It would not change the basic law nor effect non-prescribing psychologist's license. 


Approximately one third of Missouri psychologists belong to MoPA. The other two thirds are not on the 
organization's mail list and are not receiving ongoing information on this topic. Because this law will 
be a component of the license law and be of interest to all psychologists SCOP has consented to this 
article. However they do not release phone numbers or email addresses. Therefore, the MoPA RxP Task 
Force is requesting that you call, email, or mail to us your contact information. We strongly request that 
you provide us with your email address as this is the most efficient method to provide information to 
the total group in an ongoing manner. 


The purpose is to inform all MO psychologists of developments in the ongoing RxP effort and to be an 
information clearing house. It does not matter if you belong to MoPA or APA. We will simply provide 
information as to the status and content of the issue and the legislation. Those wishing a greater advo- 
cacy role will also have that opportunity.

MoPA RxP Task Force 
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WHAT IS THE CERTIFICATE OF 
QUALIFICATION IN PSYCHOLOGY (CPQ)? 


ASPPB's CPQ program is designed to facilitate mobility for licensed doctoral psychologists. 


ASPPB issues a Certificate of Professional Qualification in Psychology (CPQ) to psychologists licensed in the U.S. 
and Canada who meet standards of educational preparation, supervised experience, and examination performance, 
and who have practiced a minimum of five years and have no history of disciplinary action. 


ASPPB then encourages licensing boards to accept the CPQ as evidence of eligibility for licensure. Through the 
CPQ program, ASPPB works to improve the process for licensing psychologists already licensed in one jurisdiction 
and ease the burdens on psychology licensing boards faced with regulating an increasingly mobile profession. 


A key feature of the CPQ program is its credentials bank, which provides a way for psychologists to store evidence 
of their professional education, experience, prior licensure, and exam performance, regardless of whether they are 
granted a CPQ. Once archived, this information can be accessed and submitted to any psychology licensing board, 
thereby reducing potential hassles associated with documenting compliance with licensure criteria, particularly 
long after one's training and initial licensure. It is important to note that the CPQ does not constitute a license to 
practice. It is a mechanism to facilitate the granting of a license to practice in a second or subsequent jurisdiction. 
Once a psychology board agrees to recognize the CPQ, it has agreed to accept CPQ holders' educational prepara- 
tion, supervised experience, and examination performance for licensure. A jurisdiction may require a CPQ holder 
to pass local requirements such as a jurisprudence exam (e.g. local mental health law), training on abuse reporting, 
or a personal interview. 


Because a few jurisdictions limit licensure to psychologists trained as health service providers in psychology, a 
non-health service provider psychologist could obtain the CPQ yet not be eligible for licensure in some jurisdic- 
tions. ASPPB is working with all U.S. and Canadian psychology boards to encourage widespread adoption. As more 
jurisdictions move to accept the CPQ, its value in facilitating mobility will increase. And even if one relocates in a 
jurisdiction that does not accept the CPQ, a credentials record with ASPPB will facilitate mobility by maintaining 
an easily accessible record of qualifications.

DUPLICATE LICENSE — Licensees can be issued a duplicate renewal license by submitting a written request to the State 
Committee of Psychologists, P.O. Box 1335, Jefferson City, Missouri 65102 or by fax to (573) 526-0661. 


WALL-HANGING LICENSE — Licensees can request a duplicate wall-hanging license by submitting an Application for 
Duplicate Wall Hanging License to State Committee of Psychologists, P.O. Box 1335, Jefferson City, Missouri 65102. A 
$25.00 fee made payable to the State Committee of Psychologists must accompany the completed form. 


HSP CERTIFICATION -— Licensees must request an application packet from the State Committee of Psychologists. Completed 
application with required fee of $100.00 must be mailed to the State Committee of Psychologists, P.O. Box 1335, Jefferson 
City, Missouri 65102. 


LICENSURE VERIFICATION TO ANOTHER STATE — Licensees must submit the required verification/certification form from 
the state in which licensure is being requested along with the required $25.00 fee to the State Committee of Psychologists, 
P.O. Box 1335, Jefferson City, Missouri 65102. 


RENEWALS — Renewals are mailed to all current licensees on or around October of each odd numbered year. Renewals are 
mailed to the most current address on file with the State Committee of Psychologists. The renewal license will be valid for 
2 years, February 1 to January 31. 


MASTER’S DEGREE TO DOCTORAL DEGREE PSYCHOLOGISTS — Section 337.090 of the Psychology Practice Act states 
in part... . “Any person licensed on the basis of a master’s degree who has then earned a doctoral degree may use the title 
“doctor” or hold himself out in his practice as a psychologist as having a doctoral degree so long as it is from an accredited 
institution of higher education and so long as the degree is relevant to the practice of psychology.” 


Licensees who have obtained a doctoral degree after being licensed based upon the master’s degree can submit evidence of 
the doctoral degree to the State Committee of Psychologists and it will be added to the permanent record. Licensees who 
wish to have their license record upgraded to reflect that they are licensed at the doctoral level must submit evidence of the 
degree and request in writing a Committee review and upgrade.

2. Receive direct payment from the Division of Medical Services 
3. Own their own business in the practice as a Provisionally Licensed Psychologist 


Provisionally Licensed Psychologists must: 


1. Submit a copy of their Provisional License, initial and renewals 

2. Submit a copy of one of the following preprinted Federal documents to verify the legal payment 
name registered with IRS: 

+ CP 575 or 147C letter 

* 941 Employer's Quarterly Federal Tax Return 

. 8109 Tax Coupon 

. Letter from IRS with the Tax ID number and legal name 

3. Submit a copy of permanent License as a Psychologist to Provider Enrollment immediately upon 
receipt. 


The Psychology Manual will be updated to reflect Provider Specialty as well as Billable Procedure 
Codes and Rates. Currently enrolled providers who have a specialty of LCSW or LPC (or PLCSW 

or PLPC) will be limited to billing as a Provisionally Licensed Psychologist once enrolled as such. 
Currently enrolled providers are required to submit a copy of their Provisional Psychologist License to 
the Provider Enrollment Unit, including the provider number with the license. The effective date of the 
new specialty cannot be prior to the effective date of the provisional license or the effective date of the 
current provider number.
